When shall we learn that Brit-}

commit an offence against the 
cause of peace? 

. Surely at the very least we ought 
to’ put ourselves in. as good a posi- 
tion as we were before the Great 
War. Then, we were at any rate 
under the shield of the Navy. We 
could enter or stand outside Con- 
tinental struggles as we pleased. 
The first requisite of peace is that 
Britain should be capable of aalf- 
defence.
